On  the  other  hand,  you  kids  of  the  late  twentieth  century  already 
do  know  everything  and  the  teacher  has  no  choice  but  to  really 
take  you  one  step  further.  You  kids  are  really  lucky  to  have  such 
teachers.

They  were  marching  for 
world  hunger  relief  (or  was  it  for  "right  to  life”,  or  "freedom  of 
choice”?)  Well,  anyways,  these  kids  looked  like  they  were  really 
enjoying  it.  See  what  I mean?  They  were  having  fun  doing  it.  Yup, 
kids  today  just  do  not  have  the  sense  of  commitment  which  we 
seemed  to  have  had.  When  I was  in  high  school  we  all  studied  hard 
to  get  into  "the  college  of  our  choice.”  I mean,  my  Dad,  who  was 
just  a transplanted  "sod-buster”  farmer  from  North  Dakota  (and  a 
high  school  drop-out  during  the  Great  Depression)  slaved  in  a 
factory  in  Taunton  for  thirty  years.  He  and  Mom  sacrificed  to 
send  the  five  of  us  to  a "good  college.”  They  wanted  us  to  make 
something  of  ourselves  and  to  do  better  in  life  than  they  had  been 
able  to  do  for  themselves. 

On  the  other  hand,  you  kids  in  the  last  decade  of  this  century 
have  really  got  it  made.  You  have  all  kinds  of  grants,  work  study, 
loans,  scholarships  and  all  other  kinds  of  financial  aid  packages. 
You've  got  the  luxury  of  going  to  school  to  study  for  some  career 
which  might  well  be  obsolete  by  the  time  you  are  ready  to  enter  it. 
Yup,  you  kids  have  a great  future  ahead  of  yourselves — quit 
complaining  about  thingsl  When  I was  in  high  school  Kruschev  was 
in  the  Kremlin.  He  said  that  he  would  "bury  us".  We  really  had 
something  to  worry  about;  at  any  minute  the  commies  would 
come  marching  down  Mainstreet,  U.S.A.  Yup.  we  really  had  some- 
thing to  worry  about  when  I was  in  high  school. 


On  the  other  hand  you  kids  really  have  it  made.  Gorbachev  is  in 
the  Kremlin  and  it  looks  like  everybody  really  loves  everybody 
else.  All  you  have  to  worry  about  is  pollution,  A.I.D.S..  ozone 
destruction,  the  rape  of  the  rain  forests,  international  drought 
and  famine,  nuclear  meltdowns  and  all  other  kinds  of  stuff  we 
didn't  have  to  endure.  Yup,  you  kids  really  have  it  made.  When  I 
was  in  high  school  Vietnam  was  just  heating  up.  I mean,  one 
minute  you  are  donning  your  football  helmet  and  the  next  it's  your 
camouflaged  helmet.  We  were  at  war  with  the  Evil  Empirel  If  we 
didn't  stop  the  Red  Peril  in  Asia  you  would  be  eating  borscht  right 
now.  Yup,  we  really  had  to  work  to  save  our  freedom. 

On  the  other  hand,  you  kids  really  have  it  made.  Someday  you  will 
be  fighting  (I  truly  hope  not)  in  some  Latin  American  jungle  or 
some  Middle  Eastern  oasis.

give  us  a chance  to  learn  from  you.  We  are  in  this  together  "per

For  you  see,  I am  you  and  you 
are  me.

My  greatest 
source  of  joy  as  both  an  educator 
(and  as  a parent)  comes  when  stu- 
dents with  whom  I have  had  contact 
display  a "love  for  learning”  and  an 
appreciation  of  their  cultural  heri- 
tage. The  youth  of  today,  to  para- 
phrase John  Dewey,  must  realize 
that  the  educative  process  is  the 
most  vital  social  activity  in  which 
they  will  ever  engage.  "Education  is 
not  simply  a preparation  for  life,  it 
is  life  itself.” 


While  today’s  youth,  including  my 
four-year  old  son,  are  and  will  be 
beset  by  a myriad  of  social,  eco- 
nomic and  political  difficulties  far 
worse  than  when  I was  young,  it 
might  be  well  to  remember  the 
timeless  words  of  Martin  Luther: 
The  prosperity  of  a country  de- 
pends, not  on  the  abundance  of 
its  revenues,  nor  on  the  beauty  of 
its  public  buildings;  but  it  consists 
in  the  number  of  its  cultivated 
citizens,  in  its  people  of  educa- 
tion, enlightenment  and  charac- 
ter.
